stoplng was done, but .every wheelbar- 
row load went to the ore house where 
it was sacked and shipped to Selby's. 
The road from the mine to Reno was 
soon deeply rutted by ore wagons and 
the station platform piled high with 
rock tunning from 
$50 to $10,000 a

In almost no time George Wedekind 


had 170,000 in the bank vault. 


Even with this wonderful showing 


mining experts were'still timid At that 
time Colonel Boyle, lemembered as one 
of Nevada's best qualified mining men, 
offered but {15,000 for the mine 


People, of course, were there by the 


score looking for working bonds and 
some offered as high as (100,000. 


John Sparks had about this time 


closed a half million dollar land and 
cattle deal and was willing to invest a 
portion of this money In a local pro-

tions were made to erect a mill 


Ptofessor Jackson and other expeits 


worked

Finally the process of Clark & Son of 


this city was settled upon and the lat- 
ter were authorized to plan and con- 
•truct a mill

This is only the second mill of its 


exact kind In the world, and is the 
largest.

the mining industry 


Comfortable homes have been built 


and stieets laid out

In the town,

Nature of the Ore 


The ores of the Wedekind have pu7- 


iled experts greatly 
They are not 


quartz, although they contain a large 
percentage of silica 
The values are 


somewhat 
irregularly 
disseminated 


and, 
though utterly confusing to an 


amateur, the men familiar wMth the ore 
body have no difficulty detecting the 
pay and are even able to closely ap- 
proximate Its values

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ore In quantities ranging from a fourth 
ol an ounce to perhaps twenty ounces, 
free meta! cannot b'e horned from the 
ore. 
It apparently exists In chemical

combination 
with the silver, for the 


gold and silver hold closely to the same 
ratio In the various grades of ore. 


The silver occurs In many forms, 


but chiefly In gray chloride, or horn 
silver, Often rock la picked up that 
is splotched with nhin sheets of the 
metal. The yellow chlorides are more 
common and carry even a higher per- 
centage of values than the horn silver 
ores. The richest rock is the sulphide, 
the ore is hard, black and heavy. The 
sulphide ores frequently assay several 
thousand dollars a ton. 


As to the size of the Wedekind ore 


body, this is something difficult for the 
writer to determine, for considerable 
secrecy has been maintained, owing to 
the litigation In progress, until recent- 
ly, and during the Infrequent visits of 
the writer he made no samplings to 
determine this matter. It could not 
have been done by simple observation, 
for to the layman there are no lines of 
demarcation between the ore and coun- 
try rock, although to the men working 
in the mine the walla are clear and 
well marked. A guess will be hazard- 
ed that the pay 'streak" is seventy feet 
in width on the lower level and carries 
12f> ounces in silver and $20 In gold 
across nearly Its entire width, some 
places running vary much higher. 


The trend of the ledge Is nearly north 


and south and the dip is to the west. 
The chute has never been picked up 
south of the point of discovery, but it 
has been traced for some distance up 
the hill.

enough In the mine to keep a large mill 
working for many years. 


or tap is run from the center of the 
windings .giving a pressure of 110 volts 
for lighting purpose. 


The first motor is a two-phase 7 1-2 


H. P. motor, connected by gearing to 
a Knowlei triplex pump having a ca- 
pacity of 10.600 gallons of water per 
hour. 
This pump takes water from 


] the Orr extension ditch and pumps It 
to a set of tanks on top of a hill hav- 
'ing a capacity of 31,000 gallons. 
At 


the mill the pressure exerted by this 
elevation amounts to about 60 pounds 
per square Inch. 


The next motor ia a 7 1-2 H. P. 


belted to a Merrall rock crusher, hav- 
ing an output of 140 tons pere 24 hours. 
This being more than is required for 
the mill, the jaws were set very close, 
whereby it crushes so that at leaat 60 
per cent of the ore Is capable of going 
through a 6 mesh screen, thus relieving 
the rolls of considerable crushing' 


Following this motor comes the hoist 


motor. This motor is nominally a. 15 
H. P. type F, Westlnghouse motor, 
having a no load speed of COO revolu- 
tions. 


Owing to certain conditions which 


were necessary in the Installation of 
this motor, features were introduced 
in its construction which required new 
dies and machinery at the factory and

Electrical Fqo?f ment 


One of the most interesting features 


of the Wedekind mines and the Sparks 
mill is the system of electrical light- 
Ing and power. The Journal Is Indebt- 
ed to Prof. W. G. Caffrey, chief en- 
gineer and electrician for the company, 
for the following accurate and compre- 
hensive description: 


The electrical feature of the Wede- 


kind mine and mill is one of consid- 
erable Importance, Insomuch as every- 
thing Is more or less dependent on the 
smooth running of the motors. 


To start with, the Nevada Power, 


Light A Water Company transform 
the three-phase current received from 
the Truckee River General Electric Co. 
Into a two-phase four wire system and 
run a set of feeders from the sub- 
station at Reno to the mine at a pres- 
sure of approximately 2200 volts. 


At th« mine the current Is again 


transformed by means of two 50 K. W. 
Westlnghouse O. D. transformers' to 
MO volU. 


la t]>M» transformer* an extra. wtr« 


incidentally a hoist motor was pro- 
duced which has Induced the Westing- 
house Company to adopt this motor 
as its standard hoist motor. 


The motor has a maximum power of 


40 H. P. and has six speed variations 
forward and reverse and can haul a 
load of one ton at a speed of from 8 
feet per minute to 400 feet per min- 
ute . It starts' and stops almost imper- 
ceptibly and works beautifully and low- 
ering as well as raising, by power. 


It is geared direct to the steam hoist 


and can be changed from steam to elec- 
tricity In a very few minutes. 


In connection with this motor the 


engineer has an Inclined Coll General 
Electric Voltmeter In f ont of him.prac- 
tlcally taking the place of the steam 
gauge, which keeps him posted when 
the power is off or on. 
» 


The next motor which, while not yet 


installed, will be very shortly, la a 
10 H. P., direct connected by shaft 
extension to a Byron Jackson 3 1-2 se- 
ries Centrifugal pump, having a capac- 
ity of 150 gallons per minute under 160 
feet head. This pump will be used to 
unwater the lower levels as a sinking 
pump and is rigged to be hung on shaft 
timber similar to steam sinkers. 


Following these motors we have a 


one H. P. in the assay office, used to 
run a rock crusher and automatic sam- 
pler. 


In the mill we have a 30 H. P. run- 


prises the motor equipment of mine 
and mill. 


In addition to the above the entire 


mine 'and mill are lit by electric lights 
and it Is possible to go through the 
mine from one end to the other with- 


barbecue today.

Editor Journal. "No editor who lived 


In the fifties can fail to recognize the 
old familiar landmark* in the hard 
times of '57, '58 and '59, in those of 'S3, 
'94, '95 and "96." 


Mr. Bdltor, the fcregolng is an ex- 


tract from the Republican platform of 
Washoe county, and is undoubtedly tha 
work of a very crafty politician. For 
reasons best known to himself he fail- 
ed to refer to the great financial crash 
of the fall and early winter of 1861-2, 
which not only caused the banks to 
suspend special payments but the gov- 
trnment as well, and it was not until 
seventeen years later that this govern- 
ment could resume specie payments. 
Talk about hard times and_panics let 
us refer the steering committee of the 
Washoe county Republican platform 
to what R. G. Ingersoll, the greatest 
orator in the Republican party, at that 
time, said 


"No man can imagine, all the lan- 


guages of the world cannot express, 
what the people of the United States 
suffered from 1873 to 1879. Men who 
considered 
themselves 
millionaires 


found that they were beggars, men 
living in palaces, supposing they had 
enough to give sunshine to the winter 
of their age.supposing they had enough 
to have all they loved in affluence and 
comfort, suddenly found 
that 
they 


were mendicants with bonds, stocks 
and mortgages, all turned to ashes in 
their 
aged, trembling hands. 
The 


chimneys grew cold, the fires in fur- 
naces went out, poor families were 
turned adrift, and the highways of the 
United States were crowded with 
tramps " 


With this grief mention of the epi- 


demic of panic and disasters which 
raged from 1873 until 1879, we will re- 
fer the constructor of the Republican 
platform to the tough times among the 
farmers in 1890, which resulted in the 
Farmers' Alliance electing a large 
number of Congressmen on a platform 
advocating government loans to enable 
the farmers to save themselves from 
bankruptcy. We also refer the same 
fellow to the fact that the big banks 
in the east had to resort to the print- 
ing press to inflate the currency so they 
could save themselves from ruin and 
they issued or printed millions of dol- 
lars in clearing house certificates. 


The panic of 1893 was Inaugurated 


by a few radical gold bug financiers 
who wished to force the repeal of the 
Sherman law, and they learned to their 
sorrow that they could start a panic 
but it got beyond their control and 
were powerless to stop it. 
They also 


showed the people of the United States 
that they could defy all banking laws 
and refuse to either pay depositors in 
lawful money or close their doors The 
gold bug Democrat who was controller 
of the currency at that time \vas up- 
held by the gold bug Republicans in 
the U. S Senate in his shameful dis- 
crimination in closing the little nation- 
al banks by the hundreds and allow- 
ing the big banks of the eastern cities 
to violate the banking laws openly and 
notoriously 
without 
any restraint 


whatever. 


By the way, the panic of 1893 began 


long before any Republican law had 
been repealed and the McKliiley tariff 
law was in force until along in 1894. 
The gold bugs had full control of the 
government and they alone are respo- 
slble for the crash of 1893. The enor- 
mous increase in the output of gold 
mines since that date hag gtluulated 
enterprise and Industry throughout the 
world and Is the leading factor in the 
improved industrial condition of this 
country. 


But great as the increased supply 


of gold is, it is entirely inadequate to 
meet the increasing demands for more 
currency, and we have now reached a 
state of industrial and commercial de- 
velopment that it is only by an im- 
mense inflation of debts that we are 
enabled to do the business of the na- 
tion, and keep the wheels of industry 
in motion. Government money has to 
be deposited in banks to enable them 
to maintain their reserve, State, county 
and city funds likewise, and the total 
supply of gold coin at the present time 
in the United States, in amount, to less 
than fifteen per cent of what the banks 
owe depositors 


When the people begin to find out 


where they are at financially, the de- 
mand for the free coinage of sliver and 
an elastic government paper currency 
to meet the changing conditions, will 
be almost unanimous.
